ABC Cellular Corp. ("ABC"), licensee of call sign WPBG-284,

through counsel and pursuant to Section 90.151 of the Commission's

Rules, hereby respectfully requests a waiver of Section 90.495 of

the Commission's Rules to permit the filing of a request for local

exclusivity on 929.4625 MHz in the South Florida market and as

grounds therefore states as follows:

I. 'ackqroUR4

ABC is a telecommunications company comprised of sixty-five

employees and has been in business for seventeen years in the South

Florida region. ABC currently has two offices located in Miami,

one in Fort Lauderdale and another in Coral Gables. ABC is amongst

the leaders in Florida in the sale of office telephone

communications systems. ABC is also extensively involved in the

sale of cellular phones throughout the South Florida region and

provides discount long-distance service. Further, ABC is the

exclusive representative of Cost Co., a wholesale bulk products

provider, with respect to the renting of floor space for the sale

of cellular phones.

II. PC Celll" CoO. 'I Priyate Carrier PaqillCl hthori.atioD

On February 1, 1993, the Commission granted an authorization

. to ABC under call sign WPBG-284 to operate a six site private

carrier paging system on 929.4625 MHz in South Florida. ABC

subsequently was coordinated by the applicable coordinator for

private carrier paging channels at 929 MHz, NABER, regarding a

modification of ABC's original authorization to relocate certain

sites. As reflected on the FCC Form 800-A attached as Exhibit 1,

ABC timely constructed six sites in the South Florida region

pursuant to a grant of conditional authority upon coordination.

ABC's modification application is currently pending under FCC

File No. 633448. The constructed system consists of six

transmitter sites located from Fort Pierce, Florida to Goulds,

Florida.

III. The CQ""i"ioD" PC' 1Xc1u,iyity Report ADd Oroer

In the Commission's Report and Order in PR Docket 93-35, which

was released November 17, 1993, the Commission provided for

exclusivity to qualified private carrier paging systems at 929­

930 MHz. Commission Rule Section 90.495(a) (1) states that a "local

system must consist of at least six contiguous transmitters, except

in the New York, Los Angeles, and Chigago markets, as defined in

Section 90.741 of our rules, where 18 contiguous transmitters are

required. For 'purposes of this section, transmitters will be

considered contiguous if:

(i) each transmitter is located within 25 miles (40
kilometers) of at least one other transmitter in the

system;

(ii) the combined areas defined by a 12.5 mile radius
around each transmitter form a single contiguous

area; and

(iii) no transmitter is co-located with any other
transmitter being counted as part of a local system

for purposes of this section."

IV. ABC C.llular Corp." Waiy.r ',qu.,t
ABC requests a waiver of Section 90.495(a) (1) in that four of

ABC I s six currently constructed transmitter sites are located

within 25 miles of another site in the local system. The Belle

Glade, Florida site is located 43.11 miles site from another

transmitter in the system and the Fort Pierce, Florida is located

52.24 miles from the current Belle Glade, Florida transmitter site.

A waiver is requested to permit the filing of a request for an

authorized exclusive local system operating on 929.4625 MHz. Such

a waiver is appropriate in this instance due to the unusual terrain

characteristics in the South Florida reqion. Specifically, a

significant portion of the northern coverage area of ABC's proposed

system is not suitable for the existence of transmitters and

consists of swamp-like terrain and crop land with no electricity.

The applicable area is used primarily for the growing of corn or

consists of extensive orange groves.

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portion of ABC's coverage area to the northwest of the existing

system, if the 25 mile transmitter separation was required, would

be situated near a large water reservoir. Attached hereto as

exhibit 2 is a map of the applicable region which illustrates ABC's

difficulty in providing service in the Northwest region of its

proposed system due to the terrain in the surrounding areas.

Further, a strict adherence to the 25 mile separation

requirement does not advance the Commission I s purposes of providing

the most efficient use of the 929-930 MHz spectrum. This is

particularly the case in flat, non-mountainous areas like South

Florida, where 25 mile transmitter site separations will result in

significant signal overlap which reduces system coverage areas and

spectrum efficiency. It is clear from both the Notice of Proposed

Rule Making ("NPRM") and the Report and Order ("R & 0") in this

proceeding that the Commission intended to discourage speCUlation

by requiring an applicant to be authorized for a minimum number of

contiguous transmitters. As set forth on page 3 of the NPRM, the

Commission stated that "[a] six transmitter minimum ahould ensure

adequate coverage in .oat .ark.ta, and the required capital

investment is likely to discourage frivolous applications."

(emphasis added). ABC submits that the six contiguous transmitter

minimum, as defined in the Report and Order, does not ensure

adequate coverage in the South Florida market, given the particular

terrain difficulties. However, ABC's proposed system consisting

of the six transmitter minimum will provide adequate and necessary

coverage in the South Florida area. Further, ABC submits that its
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existing system is in no way a frivolous application, as the six

site system has been fully constructed in accordance with

Commission Rules and Regulations.

Further, ABC currently has pending at NABER an application for

six additional fill-in sites from Fort Lauderdale, Florida to

stuart, Florida, which will result in a local system consisting of

at least eleven (11) contiguous sites, more than the requisite six

site minimum set forth in Rule section 90.495. The referenced

application was not filed at the Commission on or before October

14, 1993, as required in commission Rule 90.494(e), however, the

application was on file at NABER prior to the release date of the

Commission's Report and Order in PR Docket 93-35, which was

November 17, 1993.

Further, ABC's application for six additional sites would have

been coordinated prior to the Commission's release of the Report

and Order in the exclusivity proceeding had the Commission not

imposed the October 14, 1993 filing date on applications without

providing prior notice to applicants. The imposition of the

October 14, 1993 date resulted in NABER freezing the processing of

private carrier paging applications and, as a result of the lack

of notice to applicants, prejudiced ABC's ability to fully comply

with the language of the Commission's Report and Order.

ABC respectfully requests a waiver of Commission Rule section

90.494 ee) to permit ABC to apply the six additional fill-in

transmitter sites set forth on the application pending at NABER

under Reference No. 933080002 toward its transmitter total in

conjunction with its request for local exclusivity on 929.4625 MHz.

ACCORDIIIGLY, for the reasons set forth herein, ABC

respectfully requests that the Commission grant a waiver of

Commission Rule 90.495 so as to permit the filing on behalf of ABC

Cellular Corp. of a request for local exclusivity on 929.4625 MHz

in South Florida.
